Six rounds 
were also fircd from Hwachow, but 
yesterday's reports did not reveal 
the extent of damage caveed by 
these burets. 

The Kiawo in Action

Tragic Story of the Death 
Rev. Slitcher: Father and 
Child Bayonetted 


Hongkong, May 3 
Mail advices from Yunnantu dat. 
ed April 15 state that on April 9 
party of missionaries from the 
China Inland Mission was leaving 
Shihtsung for Yurnantu, The party 
consisted of the Rev. and.

Securing Health Comfort 
and Sport 


With the approach of summer 
much concern is heard expressed 
vexarding how the large number of 
troops constituting the defences of 
the International Settlement will 
“weather” the most trying seaso 
of the year. 

In answer to this one bas only 
to point to the work being carried 
out at the present time by the 
health and sports division of the 
British Army at Divisional Head- 
quarters in the former Kalee Hotel. 
‘The question of summer sports is 
‘on the tapis at the moment. This 
ranch of work is in the charge of 
Colonel: P, R. Worrall and Captain 
F, M. Macllwain with a staff of 
co-operating officers and men in the 
various regiments. 

‘Although arrangements are mot 

completed regarding the 
‘ganization of this department. it 
ig safe to say that the same iden 
that has been worked out in India 
vy the Army will be followed. This] 
comprised in a Central Control 
Board for sports, which will 
undoubtedly be composed of the 
two. officers mentioned and 9f 
various chairmen of different sports, 
the latter being representative of 
the vegiments now in Shanghai. 
Bach chairman will presumably have 
his staff of assistants who report to 
him as he in turn answers to the 
central authority of the Control 
Board, 

‘The Soccer Question 
xecer is. deseribed as the chief 
all-year round sport of the Army 
and the work now under advisement} 
is ‘the preparation of several fields 
for the use of troops during the 
summer, A few such fields have 
been obtained in Yangtszepoo and 
the Western District and it is ex- 
pected that these will be fung into 
shape in the near future with the 
alaerity which Shanghai has come| 
to identify with the Shanghai 
Defence Fores in getting things 
going. ‘There still remains some- 
iz to be done about recreation 
fields in the Central District. Since 
May. 1, the three soccer fields on 

Public Recreation Ground at the’ 

Course and an equal number at 
ANe Hongkew Park have been given 
over to the summer activities of the 
“urlous clubs to which they are 
allotted during that season, so that! 
the soccer of the forces has bee 
somewhat curtailed, It is under-| 
stood, however, that some kind of 
arrangement has been worked out 
Uy the Shanghai Football Associa. 
tion to allot their ground for the 
use of the military and the navy, 
the former to be subdivided for 
play into brigades. 

A proposal is ‘now before the 
proper authorities for acquiring the 
tse of the Open Air Swimming Bath 
in Hongkew as well as the covered 
one near at hand. There is no 
doubt but that these will be avail- 




































































able at stated times for the 
ilitary, and some optimism is 
heard ‘exprossed regarding the 
swimming bath proposed for Jess-| 





figld Park which would be a godsend 
fot the troops in the western dis.

MARKET 


Continued Weakness of Silver 
Due to Excessive Stocks and 
Trade Conditions 


The following review of the 
Shanghai exchange market deals| 
with the week ending April 30, 
1927:— 

Although the volume of exchange| 
‘business transacted during the past 
week has not been large, the peri 
itself was not without significance; 
‘the apparent idleness on the part 
‘of operators was really forced on 
the Intter by the uncertainty of the| 











present situation, which induced the 
speculators to adopt a policy of 
‘watchful waiting. Kiukiang Road 


Kept its thoughts concentrated on 
developments in Japan. The hap- 
penings there during the week re- 
sulted in an unbroken chain of im- 
provements of the oountry’s finan- 
cial situation. The gain in wi 
‘of Japan's currency was 
ind steady, though not too rapid. 
Quotations for yen in New York 
have improved to $472 as compared 
with S471, at which Tater figure 
business was transacted on April 26, 
‘The Yen and Kiukiang Road 
‘The Shanghai gold dealer's atten- 
tion is almost entirely given to the 
status of the yen. One could hear 














cording to which the Japanese 
Government's assistance consisted 
almost exclusively in the supply of 
Banknotes; it was further argued 
that this procedure represented in- 
lation of the country’s currency and 
would not, in the end, constitute 
fa measure’ of lasting effect. 

While this view may, in theory, 
claim a certain amount of attention, 
it is not necessarily correct 
practice, because firstly, as long ax 
the Japanese people accept bank- 
notes without hesitation, and as 
Tong as these banknotes retain their 
undiminished baying power, no 























harm is done to the economic 
structure of the country; and 
secondly, it should be borne in mind| 





that the same banknotes, which the 
Treatury is now so liberally advan- 
ing to some of Japan's financial 
institutions, are bound to flow back 
into its coffers as soon cs stability 
has been re-established and further 
panie averted. Other considerations 
in favour of a return of the yen to 
normaley include the fact that the! 
export season is about to begin. On 
‘the other hand, political complica- 
ions are liable to work in the other} 
tion. 

Position of the Speculators 


Although the recovery from a very! 
severe crisis in Japan has been very’ 
jauick, it would be fallacious to 
assume that there may be no set- 
Wacks. Ax matters stand at present 
ft seems that the Shanghai specula- 
tors, who are now reputed to be| 
‘oversold about $1,000,000, plus 35) 
million Yen, will “turn buyers of 
yen, if the latter continues to a 
jn value without experiencing set- 
backs. If the yen reaches a quota- 
tion of over 48 dollars, 
reasonably short period, it is. q 
likely that the speculators may lnse 
nerve and heatt and begin to «: 
their short-sales. In such an event 
the value of the yen will be auto-| 
matically driven highe 

hat. 

‘There is another road, somexhat| 
Jess sentimental, which may lead to 
the same point.

ly helped to keep deceased sumerged. 

Surgeon Lieutenant J. J. Mason 
deposed that he had seen the body 
lot the deceased at the Public Mc 
tuary on April 28. The body was 
in a very decomposed state and 
death was undoubtedly due to 
drowning. 

‘The Coroner, in returning a ver- 
dict of “accidental death “due to

‘That they| 
hhave at times engaged in activities 
seemingly hostile to the forces of|

‘undertake. 

They are out to down oppression| 
without ‘compromise, and it makes 
rio least bit of difference to them 
who or what the oppressors may be. 
They: are always the deadly enemies 
fof the bandits and are quite pre- 
pared to combine with the soldiers| 
to blot thes out whenever the soldiers 
really. mean business, but whenever| 
the soldiers themselves become the 
oppressors the Red Spears will jump 
fon thom just as quickly ws they will 
‘on the. bandits and, if they get the 
upper hand, treat them no difevently.

I made inquiry regarding every]

up of simple and ignoract country| 
folk most of whom are quite in-| 
Jeapable of making nice diserimina-| 
tions between an army of bandits| 
and an army of marauding soldiers. 

They only keow that they have 
been subjected to terrible oppression| 
which they will no longer stand with- 
‘out hitting back, and when large| 
numbers of them get together and 
realize their combined strength, e 
pecially when worked up to a pitch of| 
fanaticism, ft is, perhaps, mot sur- 
prising that they do things in a very| 
thorough fashion suggestive of ban- 
dit methods. And that they are 
quite thorough on occasions will ap- 
pear presently. 

Officers and Organization 

‘The Society of Red Spears is no| 
Loose organization. ‘They have offic-| 
ers of various grades and rsgular} 
mectings at which the procedure is| 
in accordance with a laid down form 
of ritual. ‘They have “teachors
